Yarns according claim 1 comprising between 2 and 
15% (in weight) in said metallic fibers and 98-85% (in weight) in saidjextile fibers. 

8. (previously amended) Fabrics comprising said yams according to claim I in 
which the said yarns are comprised both in the weave and in the warp of the same fabric. 

9. (original) Fabrics according to claim 8 in which the distance between the 
threads (both in the weave and in the w arp) is between 0. 1 and 3 mm. 

10. (previously amended) Fabrics according to claim 9 consisting of polyester 
(90%) and stainless steel (10%) fibers. 

1 1. (previously amended) Use of fabrics according to claim 8 for manufacturing 
goods for the protection against electromagnetic pollution and for location through radar 
exploration.
